DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Employees’ 
State Insurance (Central) (3rd Amendment) Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ State Insurance (Central) Rules, 
1950, in Rule 5, in sub-rule (1),— 

(i) in clause (i),— 

(a) in item (A), for the words “rupees fifty 
for each day on which he attends one or 
more meetings”, the words “rupees one 
hundred and fifty for each day for travel 
within the city” shall be substituted; 

(b) in item (B), in sub-item (a), the word and 
brackets “(Tourist)” shall be omitted; 

(ii) in clause (ii), for item (B), the following item 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(B) a non-official member, not residing at the 
place where a meeting is held shall be paid, 
Rs. 1500 per day if the member stays in a hotel 
and, not exceeding Rs. 200 per day as expenses 
towards food.”.
